Whitney yes- 
terday sent telegraphic instructions to 
Rear Admiral Gherard, Commandant 
at the New York Navy Yard, to have 
the ships ‘‘Richmond” and *‘ Yantic’’ 

pared for sea as rapidly as possible. 

The idea is to have them ready so they 
can sail direct for Hayti early next 
week. Orders have also been issued 
for Rear Admiral Lace, commanding 
the North Atlantic squadron, to trans- 

fer his flag from the “Galena” to the 
**Richmond’” and use that vessel as 
the flagship of the expedition. 

Orders were issued this afternoon 
to the Commandant of the Norfolk 
Navy Yard, to prepare the United 
States steamer “‘Ossipee’’ for sea ser- 
vice as soon as possible, She will be 
sent to Port an Prince, unless some- 
thing happens in the meantime to ren- 
der it unnecessary. 


Rioting in a Missouri Town. : 
Sr. Louis, Dec. 7.—Adjutant-Gen- 
feral Jamison, by order of Governor 
‘lorehouse, has gone to the scene of 
the riots at Bevier.

To a common mind 
the record of the Commissioners is 
notice to all county officials of what 
bas been done, and especially to the 
Auditor and the Sheriff, as to estab- 
lishing the fact of the number of 
votes cast at the last election. If they 
desire information in the matter, let 
them,.as it is their duty, consult the 
official records of the Commissioners, 
which are open at all times for their 
inspection, the same as the laws of 
the State, which they are presumed 
to know. It will not require as great 
amount of moral courage to peer be- 
tween the lids of the records which 
will advise them of the official acts of 
the Commissioners, as it may to per- 
form certain. duties required of them 
by law, which might have a tendency 
to effect their popularity two 
years. hence. If the Auditor and 
Sheriff, or anyone, can point to 
any statute which imposes any fur- 
ther action on the Commissioners than 
that taken by them relative to elections, 
or require them by resoiution or other- 
wise to advise any officer that a cer- 
tain law is in effect they will meet and. 
do it because they are, willing to do 
their duty. A deed of record is notice 
to the world of that fact, so is a mort- 
yage, so are the decrees and judgments 
of courts as to what they contain, so 
are certain acts of the Commissioners, 
and especially is the one which de- 
clares the number of votes cast for 
each of the several candidates for of- 
fice at the last election, all concerned 
are bound to recognize and act upon 
without further notice and should do 
so without fear or favor. xX.

tives are more powerful, iron- front b 
ings are higher, and agricultural iuipio- 
ments are vastly larger. The develop- 
ment of mill apparatus to. meet this in- 
crease has been gradual, but within the 
last two years a wonderful impetus has 
been given the forward movement by the 
building of the new war véssels for the 
United States Navy. 

Andrew Carnegie has just. completed 
the building of a mill at Braddock, one 
of the suburbs of Pittsburg, expressly in- 
tended for the manufacture of this govern- 
ment work. There is not asingle bit of 
apparatus in it but what is the largest: of 
its kind in the world. The shears, which 
snapa bar of iron in two as though it 
were tissue paper, exceed anything in 
size that has ever been known by the sons 
of Vulan. The lathes aregreater, the rolls 
are longer and heavier than anything the 
balance of the country can show, and even 
the steam boilers are the largest ever 
made by the hand of man. In the Black 
Diamond Sttel Works, Thirtieth street, 
Pittsburg, there is the largest steam- 
hammer in the United States. The blow 
of fifty tons which it strikes every second 
of time that it is in operation shakes the 
earth for tivo squares around the mill. 
Yet it is so easily controlled, and so nicely 
adjusted, that the hgammerman has placed 
on the anvil block beneath it a delicate 
wine glass containing an egg, and turn- 
ing on the steam full force would let the 
ponderous weight above fall until at a 
certain distance, and then shut the steam 
off. In this way the hammer has been 
kept for several minutes gently tapping 
the glass and egg without breaking them. 

But now the government itself is going 
to throw all these marvelous achievments 
in the baekground bythe improvements 
at the Navy Yard in Washington City. 
They will transform that quiet place into 
the most powerful workshop in the uni- 
verse. For instance, there was not found 
in the mills and foundries of the whole 
United States “traveling cranes” big 
enough to move about the immense cast- 
ings and wrought-iron parts of large 
cannon which the War and Navy depart- 
ments have projected. These cranes are 
very familiar objectsin the yards of iron 
mills everywhere. They are simply a 
block-and-tackle arrangement so fixed 
upon a steam car that they will pick upa 
heavy piece of metal and rush off speedily 
to any part of the buildings with it. The 
largest of these ‘travelers’ in Pittsburg 
will carrya burden of thirty tons with 
safety to the ropes and rigging. Inthe 
Midville Steel Works, Pennsylvania, a 
traveling crane of twenty-six tons capac- 
ity has been erected to facilitate the 
handling of castings for the new war 
ships. These are now the two largest ap- 
paratus of the kindinthecountry. Bunt 
work will soon be commenced ona travel- 
ing crane for the Washington Navy Yard 
which will have a carrying capacity of 110 
tons, This is intended for use in the 
manufacture of a 110-ton gun, which 
when finished will be the largest in the 
coast defense of the United States. To 
‘‘turn” this wonderful cannon a lathe is 
now being made which will surpass all 
other lathes in size. The machine will 
have to be 120 feet long, and will havea 
“tread” of nine feet. The gun itself will 
be fifty feet long, and to turn and bore it 
the lathe will, of course, be required to 
be double that length. 

All the tools and machinery to make 
this bigcannon are being made purposely 
for the job, so large and strong must they 
be. The contract for delivery of the nec- 
essary steel forgings has been concluded 
with the Bethlehem Steel Works of East- 
ern Pennsylvania.. But before that com- 
pany could make the forgings they too 
had to erect a new plant large enough 
for the big sizes. The 110-ton gun will be 
of 16-inch caliber, will require a charge of 


1,000 pounds of powder, and will throw a 


projectile weighing 2,000 pounds. To 
even make these projectiles will necessi- 

tate larger machinery. in that line.than is 
now in existence. Then, to transport the 
gun finally over the different lines of 
railroad (if the ocean route is not taken), 
would require stronger iron bridges than 
are now in use. Sothe work of enlarge- 
ment goes on almost indefinitely.
